NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—The case of the 
four officials of the Hamburg-American 
Line on trial for conspiracy to deceive 
and defraud the United States Gov- 
ernment was given to the jury at 2:4 
Pp. m. today. 

Counsel for the four indicted officials 
went back in his cumming up today to 
the days of Dewey at Manila for what 
he termed a parallel and a vindication 
of acts of his clients in sending coal 
and supplies from American ports to 
the German fleet in the “oth Atlantie 
in the early days of the European war. 

“Was this wrong?“ asked William 
Rrand Jr., chief uttorney for the de- 
tense. Was this a conspiracy to de- 
ceive and defraud the United States? 
Let's see—let’s go back a few years to 
the time when Dewey sank the Spanish 
fleet and blockaded the port of Manila 
from May to August, 1898, 

“Dewey's ships needed coal and sup- 
How did 
they get them? Why, it is no secret. 
An American firm at the British port 
of Hongkong—Jackson & Evans, I think 
it was—loaded the coal and supplies and 
provisions on British steamers and 
cleared those steamers for the Chinese 
port of Macao. 

Scrap Iron in Manifestsa,. 

And for Macao these ships sailed out 
of Hongkong. Their manifests made no 
mention of supplies. The manifests said 
these steamers were loaded with scrap 
iron, 

What happened? This so-called scrap 
lron—these supplies of food and coal! 
were transferred to Dewey's ships at 
sea. The carrier vessels then went on 
to Macao, really loaded with scrap iron, 
but it was scrap loaded from the ruins 
of Cavite, battered down by Dewey's 
guns. 

Has anybody ever been sent to jail 
for this? The first man has yet to say 
that in sailing out of Hongkong with 
supplies for American warships these 
steamers, their owners, agents or ship- 
pers committed an offense against her 
majesty, the Queen of England. 

What is the difference between that 
and this? What was a crime in August, 
1914, must have been a crime in August, 
1898. The laws have not changed. No- 
it was not a crime then; it is not a 
crime now; it is simply a question of 
whose ox is gored.“ 

Roger B, Wood, conducting the prose- 
cution, objected to this argument, . but 
was overruled by Judge Howe, Wood 
contended that the situation at Manila 
in 1898 had nothing to do with the pres- 
ent situation before the Court. 

Situation Same, Says Rand. 

It has everything to do with it,“ re- 
plied Rand, after the Court had ruled 
he might proceed. “It is the same situa- 
tion. Substituce the German fleet for 
the American fleet, substitute the Rach 
Eagie of Prussia for the Stars and 
Stripes and there is not one iota of dit. 
ference. Shall we say that what we 
hailed as a virtue in the loyad American 
citizens at Hongkong in 1898 has become 
a vice in the case of loyal citizens of 
Germany at New York in 19147" 
Reviewing the alleged participation of 
Capt. K. Boy-Ed, the German naval at- 
tache, Mr. Rand said: “It is only fair 
to him to say that he has done nothing 
whatever that is not sanctioned by the 
laws of nations and by the laws of the 
United States.” 

When Rand concluded an «adjournment 
was taken till 1 o’clock for Wood to 
sum up.

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Officals Will Watch Durability, 
as Guide to Expenditure of 
$3,000,000. a 


The experimental construction of roads 
in St. Louis County for the purpose of 
urnishing practical examples of the dur- 
ability of materials for county engineers 
and the County Court is now practically 
Gnished. The wearing qualities of the 
various materials used will be watched 
closely by county officers, for the pur- 
pose of determining what would be the 
best way to d money raised by the 
$3,000,000 proposed bond issue, which citi- 
rens of the county have asked for. 

The County Court was petitioned yes- 
terday to call a special election to sub- 
mit to the voters a proposition for the 
bonds, the proceeds of which wil be de 
voted to county roads and bridges. 

The experimental work bas been io 
progress six weeks. On Manchester 
road, beginning at the North and ‘South 
road and continuing about 3200 feet west, 
a stretch of road is complete. It is im- 
proved with an asphaltam binder under 
the penetration plan. This plan places 
the binder over the old macadam base 
in a three-inch layer. The work was 
done at a cost to the county of $4000. 

“tT we Kinds of Binder Used, 

On the Clayton road, beginning at the 
city limits and continuing west to 
Pennsylvania avenue, 34% feet, the 
same plan is being pursued with but a 
slight difference. About half of the 
distance an asphaltic binder is being 
used, while for the remainder the binder 
is of tar. This improvement will be 
tomplete Sunday, if weather permits, 
and will cost $4000. 

What is known as the penetration 
method of road construction consists of 
a base stratum of macadam four inches 
thick, the rock used being two and one- 
half inches in diameter. This is rolled 
with a 10-ton roller, and an application 
of hot asphaltum or tar binder is put 
on: then a thin layer of macadam of 
seven-eighths-inch stone, and a second 
thin application of asphaitum or binder. 
This is followed by a second rolling. The 
surface is finished with torpedo gravel, 
which is gravel from the size of a pea 
to heavy sand. After the surface is put 
on the road mould stand #& hours to 
harden before being used.

“IS IN THE CHAMPAGNE 


How the Stunned Germans Sur- 
rendered an Interesting Fea- 
ture of Missive. 
A the trench warfare in the 
Champagne district in France 


ts contained in a letter written by 
Corporal Raymond Leglaive to his 
wife, Mme, Yvonne Leglaive of 4219 
Cook avenue, St. Louis. The letter 
was written in a trench which Le- 
giaive helped to capture from the 
~~ ™ Germans, and he says, at the moment 
he was writing, the Germans were 
spraying the trenches with machine 
gun fire, and the heavy shelis from 
the French gune were falling and er- 
ploding 150 feet in front of the trench, 

to hold the Germans in check. 
Legiaive went to France and joined 
his regiment at the beginning ‘of the 
war, and after being in hospitals for 
10 months, recovering from wounds, 
. he went to the front again in August. 
He was recently promoted to Corporal 
for gallantry. Here ie a translation 

of his letter: 


AT THE FRONT, Nov. 1, 1915, 

I am writing this letter under diffi- 
culties , being frequently interrupted by 
the rain and bombardments. 

We, are in trenches which we chptured 
from the Boches (contemptious term for 
German). My battallion greatly dis- 
tinguished itself? We captured three 

German lines at one blow and took 250 
prisoners. Our losses were insignificant. 
Many of our own soldiers were wounded 
by our own shells, In their eagerness 
fo get at the enemy they approached 
tap near the shells’ intended for the 
Boches. 

Our attack was wonderfully well con- 
ducted. After a bombardment whith an- 
nihilated the defenses of the adversary, 
we leaped into their first trenches which 
Were 20 meters from ours. The Boches 
threw up their hands, one after the oth- 
er. But we could see the Germans who 
were mounted on the parapet firing on 
their brothers who were surrendering to 
the French. 

I was not in the company which made 
the attack, my section being assigned 
to keep up the supply of ammunition. I | 
was in one of the connecting trenches, 
and I assure you that as soon as we 
saw the first prisdners come running 
toward us with their hands raised above 
their heads we had to smile, and were 
very happy. 

The first prisoner to reach us was an 
urchin, 16 years old, wounded in the 
arm, and crying. The others were the 
big devils of the Fourteenth Bavarian 
Regiment, and they displayed great 
speed in runnink toward our first lines. 
Leaping into the trench, they shouted: 
Kamarades, bonnes francouse!“ (Com- 
rades, noble Frenchmen!) 


Nearly Leaped Into Bombs. 


It was necessary for me to lese one 
of them, very quickly, and pinion his 
arms to his body to prevent him from 
Jeaping into a case of bombs which was 
at my feet. 

Several wished to shake our hands |, 
heartily, and others tapped us on the 
shoulders showing themselves to be 
overjoyed at being delivered from the 
hell created by our fire. 

They did not wait for us to ask them 
for souvenirs, and when they saw that 
we would like to have their caps, they 
gave them to us quickly. Four or five

Excus@ my writing, for at this mo- 
ment, I am under the fire of the ma- 
chine gun. The Germans are spraying 
our trenches with bullets, and our shells 
are falling and exploding 50 yards in 
front of our own trenches, and as the 
shells are very large the earth is trem- 
bling, and my hand also. I am beginn- 
ing to have a pain in my ears from the 
continuous booming of the cannon and 
the shells. .

ST.LOUIS DISTRICT! GROWT IIS STEADY 


Jobbing Business Making Big- 
gest Gains in October. 


Business conditions showed 
a marked improvement throughout the 
St. Louis Federal Reserve District for 
the month of October, as reported to 
the Federal Reserve Board by William 
McC, Martin, Federal reserve agent, 
and published today in the bulletin of 


the Federal Reserve Board. 

The St. Louis district includes all of 
Missouri except a small section on the 
western border, Southern Dlinois, South- 
ern Indiana, parte of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee and all of Mississippi and Ar- 
kansas. The reports are made up by 
Martin from statistical information 
gathered from all sections of the dis- 
trict. Martin says the report is writ- 
ten from no special viewpoint, but at- 
tempts to give the unbiased actual busl- 
ness conditions that prevail. 

“The improvement in business condi- 
tions is noted in practically all lines,” 
the report stated, “the jobbing interests 
probably making the biggest strides, 
and their activity has resulted tn an in- 
creased demand on the manufacturers, 
which, in turn, through larger payroljs, 
has increased the buying power of the 
public and is reflected in the increased 
‘activities of the retail merchants, 
Losses Early in Year Wiped Ost. 
The manifest improvement of the last 
60 days has gone far toward wiping out 
the losses that occurred in the early 
months of the year and from reports 
business interests generally should show 
a comfortable increase at the close of 
1915. In addition to the domestic de- 
mands, more and more firms are feel- 
ing the effect of the demand for goods 
for export, and this is a contributing 
factor toward the present prosperity. 
The bumper ¢rops ‘harvested this year 
have increased the buying power of all 
classes throughout the district; confi- 
dence has been restored and the outlook 
ia altogether favorable.“ 

Weather conditions throughout the 
district were favorable for all fall crops, 
it was pointed out. Farmers were found 
to be holding back a part of their cot- 
ton, and owing to lack of export de- 
mand, there was considerable stock held 
in terminal points in the district. The 
tobacco crop in Kentucky and Tennes- 
see was normal, and there were boun- 
tiful crops of corn, oats, barley, pota- 
toes, apples, small fruits and truck 
farm products throughout the district. 
The livestock market was not so active 
during October on account of the with- 
drawal of foreign buyers for horses. 
Martin reported that there had been 
an unusual lack of demand for money 
for crop moving this fall, and as a result 
all the banks in the reserve and central 
reserve cities are holding reserves large- 


ily in excess of legal requirements. 


Bank’s Business Grows, 
Discussing the business of the St. 
Louis Federal Reserve Bank, Martin 
sald: 
In October the bank cleared 182,692 
items, aggregating 86, 532,000.86 This 
showing is encouraging, there being a 
gain of nearly 32,000 in the number of 


items and of over. $11,000,000 in total]. 


e mount as compared to September. The 
clearings were the largest of any month 
since the bank has been in operation. 


This was partly due to increased busi- 


ness activity and also due in part to 
the fact that our member banks are be- 
coming more familiar with and are 
using more freely the collection facili- 
ties offered by the St. Louis Federal. 
Reserve Bank. ‘ 
“Gradually, exchange charges are be- 
ing eliminated throughout this district. 
Recently the St. Louis Clearing House 
S0eamended its rules that local business 
men and merchants should no longer 
have to pay exchange on checks 
received by them drawn on member 
banks, located outside of St. Louis, that 
are members of our clearing system. 
This will mean a great saving to the 
public at large.”

The Missouri Republic- 
ans, through their State and city or- 
ganizations, are going to Washington 
with the committee representing the 
conventions association, and emphasize 
to the members of the National Com- 
mittee the political importance of send- 
ing the convention to St. Louis.

Marine Corps 


HE United States Marine Corps is 
the first born of Uncle Sam's 
military progeny. As.a matter of 

fact it is scarcely proper to refer to 

the corps as the offspring of the old 


ment, for in this case the child is older 
than the father. The Marine Cérps cele- 
brated its 140th birthday this year, for 
a resolution providing for two battalions 
of marines was passed by the Conti- 
néntal Congress in November, 1776, some 
months before the birth of the republic. 
The Marine Corps is thus the oldest 
branch of the service. 

At Vera Cruz and in Nicaragua, Hayti 
and the Philippines the marines have 
within the last few years fully lived, up 
to the tradition of the corps. In the 
boxer rebellion in China and in the 
Spanish-American War the marines es- 
tablished a record for skill and daring 
which serves as an inspiration to the 
men who how wear the uniform and 
insignia—which, quite appropriately, is a 
globe—in all parts of the world. 

Jo other nation has attached so much 
tmportance to the marines as the United 
States. The sailor may sniff at the sea 
soldier,“ but down in his heart the tar 
knows that the marine often “has it 
on him’ when it comes to efficiency in 
fighting. Not that the marine is neces- 
sarily any braver than the sailor or sol- 
dier; but he has had the advantage of 
a much more thorough training, and so, 
too, has the officer who leads him. For 
the officer of the United States Marine 
Corps, the full course at the Annapolis 
Naval School, which is ‘quite food 
enough for the future Admiral, is only 
the beginning. After that he must spend 
two years in .igorous study and drill 
at the Norfolk school for marine corps 
officers. Only the fittest survive that 
thorough course of training. When he 
gets through the officer knows a great 
deal of everything connected with the 
science of war, and there is very little 
about either sea or land fighting, in- 
fantry, cavalry or artillery, that he 
doesn't know. As for cavairy—well, the 
“horse marines” have always been con- 
sidered a joke, but on more than one 
occasion the marines of both Uncle Sam 
and John Bull have fought on horseback 
~and, What's more, fought well.

Thirty-Seven American Factories 
Damaged, Several of Them 
by Incendiaries. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Burean of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—The remarkable 


frequency with which fires and explo- 


sions have occurred in munition plants 
throughout the ‘country during the last 
four months again has been brought to 
public attention by the investigation of 
the Du Pont powder mill explosion at 
Wilmington, Del., Tuesday, in which 90 
lives were lost. 

It ig estimated that 87 munition plants 
have been damaged, with a monetary 
loss of $6,000,000 and a loss of @ lives, 
with many scores maimed. 

Inquiry by correspondents throughout 
the East and Middle West reveals that 
there were exceedingly few fires or ex- 
plosions a year ago in the plants which 
have suffered most recently. 

No Trace of Plotters. : 

Federal and other authorities have 
been working hard on the suspi@ion that 
these depredations were the work of 
conspirators, but if they were, the or- 
ganization has been so complete that of- 
ficials have as yet been unable to round 
up the plotters. 

The greater part of these depreda- 
tions against property—if such they 
were—were committed in the states adja- 
cent to New York and many in the met- 
ropolitan area. . 

The Du Pont fag¢tories alone have suf- 
fered from 10 fires or explusions. The 
firat occurred at Pompton Lakes, N. J., 
Aug. 30, 1914, followed by others at Has- 
kell, N. J., March 6 of the present year, 
at Stillhouse, Carney’s Point, N. J., May 
15; at Wayne, N. J., June 26; at Wilming- 
ton, Del., Aug. 19; at Wilmington, Aug. 


128; at Pompton Lakes, Aug. 7, and those 


at Wilmington on Nov. 4 and Dec. 1, and 
near Birmingham, Ala. 

It ie estimated in the Du Pont plants 
five times as many explosions have oc- 
curred during the last four months as 
compared with the corresponding period 
of 1914, 

Fire tn Gus Cotton Plant. 

On Nov. 2% a fire in the Haas & Wald- 
stein guncotton plant at Newark was 
extinguished with little damage. An in- 
vestigation by Paul J. Moore, chief of 
the Newark Fire Department, failed to 
disclose its origin. 

On Nov, 9 fire destroyed the large 
wiro shop of the John A. Roebling Sons 
Co. at Trenton, N. J. One thousand per- 
sons were thrown out of employment 
and damage of more than $1,000,000 was 
done. The origin of the fire is still a 
mystery. It was the first that ever oc- 
curred in the factory. 

During a strike at the J. L. Mott 
Iron Works, in Trenton, three weeks 
ago, a bomb was found in a carioad 
of coal. j 

A mysterious fire placed the lives of 
500 visitors on the battleship Alabama, 
lying at League Island, Philadelphia, 
in jeopardy last August. 

Within a few days a fire started in 
the battieship Oklahoma, under con- 
struction at the New York Shipbuilding 
Co. plant. The battleship, however, is 
still undergoing repairs. 

Two days later someone opened the 
seacock of the torpedo destroyer Ericka- 
son, at the same ship yards, resulting 
in considerable damage. 

w# $50,000 fire recently destroyed valu- 
able models at Baldwins’ Eddystone 
works. 

Many Incendiary Fires. 

The Midvale Steel Co, has had many 
fires of incendiary origin. The same 
state of affairs prevails at the Brill Car 
Ce. and the Southwark Machinery Co., 
all of whom are engaged in the nanu- 
facture of supplies for the allies. 

The glaze mill of the American Pow- 
der Co, at Acton, Mass., was wrecked 
and other buildings damaged by an ex- 
plosion on Aug. 2. Officials said that 
it was tncendiary. The explosion oc- 
curred early in the morning, and for 
that reason no one was injured. It was 
so terrific that it broke doors, windows 
and dishes in houses in Manchester, 
Dover and Salem, N. H. 

Many similar explosions and fires 
have occurred in the last four months 
in factories in that section of New En- 
gland where supplies are being made 
for the allies. In each case the damage 
was exceeding!y small. 

A fire at Providence, R. I., last week, 
destroyed cotton valued at $50,000, in- 
tended for Russia. Other munitions 
making factories at Providence and in 
that vicinity are belng guarded night 
and day, especially at the Brown & 
Sharpe plant, where recently there was 
a strike. 

The Curtis Aeroplane Co. at Depew, 
N. F., was partly wrecked by an ex- 
plosion in September, but there were no 
aeropianes in the building at the time. 
A German was suspected, but as there 
was no evidence against him he was 
not arrested. 

Men Vaguely Accused, 

German agents are vaguely accused 
of several mall fires which have oc- 
ocurred recently in munition plants near 
Baltimore. Fire a month ago on a Hal- 
Amore & Onio pier at Locust Point did 
more than $500.00 damage. The pier 
was laden with merchandise and muni- 
tione awaiting shipment abroad. 

Hours afier it was thaught one fire 
had been extinguished. another started 
in the Poole Engineering Co. plant, and, 
although declared not of tncendiary ori- 
Ein, bad mysterious features. The plant 
te engaged in manufacturing shells for 
Russia. 

Three fires of this nature occurred in 
the neighborhood of Baltimore in the 


mame period of last year. Bie 
Fires believed to have bedi? incendiary 
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have caused the destruction of more 


than $1,990,000 of property in Virginia 
during the last three months. The fire 
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guards extinguished the flames without 
damage.

Correspondence of the Asodciated Press. 
BERLIN, Nov. 10.—The resumption of 
steamboat travel on the Danube is an 


event of much economic importance for 
Germany and Austria-Hungary. That 
river is in peace times the great high- 
way for freight traffic’ between Ru- 
mania and Bulgaria on the one side and 
the central Powers on the other; and 
by far the greater part of the foreign 
trade of the two little Danubian king- 
doms has been with thelr big western 
neighbors. But river traffic has been 
entirely suspended since the war broke 
out—and this for two causes. Not only 
did Servia put mines into the river, but 
the Russians sank several old vessels 
in the narrow channel of the Iron Gate 
just below the Hungarian frontier. This 
wholly stopped the export of grain from 
Bulgaria to Germany and the dual mon- 
archy, and also greatly restricted ship- 
ments from Rumenia as well. Some 
shipments by rail were made from Ru- 
mania, indeed; but not only were the 
railroads quite. inadequate for the traf- 
fic offered, but the Rumanian Govern- 
ment pursued a policy which appeared 
to be dictated by the wish to check 
shipments. 
Drove Hard Bargain. 

The Government apparently _ believed 
that Germany and its ally were placed 
in a position of dependence upon Ru- 
mania for grain supplies; hence it was 
disposed to drive a hard bargain with 
them. Not only were export duties on 
grain introduced, but special fees for 
placing freight cars at the disposal of 
shippers were charged: In consequence 
of this policy the greater part of the 
grain available for export from the 1914 
crop was left in the country and is still 
there. Only recently—after the Servian 
campaign was well advanced—did the 
Rumanian Government see that its sys- 
tem of squeezing the trade for all that 
could be got out of it could no longer 
be maintained; and about a week be- 
fore the Germans and Austrians effect- 
ed a junction with the Bulgarian troops 
the Bucharest authorities began to re- 
lax the onerous burdens upon the ex- 
portation of grain and other agricul- 
tural products. In view of the harsh 
measures enforced by Rumania, how- 
ever, there is now a strong disposition 
in Germany and Austria to buy no Ru- 
manian grain at all, and to buy from

The supplies to be obtained from those 
two countries are very ilarge—much 
larger, in fact, than Germany and her 
ally are ifkely to need. Here in Ger- 
many the fact has been established 
through official inquiry that the stock of 
grain in the country is ample for feed- 
ing the population; hence there is no 
need for buying abroad for bread-making 
purposes. On the other hand, a big addi- 
tion to the grain supplies will come in 
very perceptibly, as it can be fed to live- 
stock and thus increase the meat supply. 

Big Grain Producer. 

Rumania produces about 6,600,000 tons 
of grain, of which about 3,000,000 tons 
represent corn, 2,300,000 tons wheat, and 
the rest is chiefly barley. Nearly half 
of the crop has hitherto been exported.

Secretary of Woman’s Party 
Attacks Increased Armametns 
at Wednesday Club. 


DOESN’T FEAR GERMANS 


Even if Victorious, They Will 
Not Have Enough Men to At- 
tack This Country, She Says. 


Mrs. Lucia Ames Mead of Boston, gen- 
eral secretary of the Woman's Peace 
party, in a speech on “Preparedness” 
this morning at the Wednesday Club 
declared the United States, by inoreas- 
ing its armaments in any marked de- 
gree, would throw away the greatest 


opportunity ever given a nation to heip? 


the world abandon militarism and sub- 
stitute law for war. She pointed out 
how, in her belief, it would be infinite- 
‘ly easier to lessen dangers of war than 
it would be to multiply armaments for 
defense. 

“A shrewd and clever slogan is half 
the battle,” Mrs. Mead said. The mili- 
tarists have chosen one in the word 
‘preparedness.’ It appeals to all those 
who believe in caution, prudence and 
foresight. The word, as now applied, is 
a misnomer. It refers to only one form 
of preparation and that for the danger 
which is most remote. 

“As President Eliot has recently said, 
‘The danger of European or Japanese 
invasion is almost infinitesimal’ Even 
should Germany prove victorious in this 
exhausting war she would have no men 
left to hold down her acquired African 
colonies gained from Belgium, England, 
France and Italy. The last thing that 
she would want would be to engage in 
war 3000 miles beyond sea with a nation 
which is nearly one-fifth of Teutonic 
origin and which has always been her 
friend. Should she attempt to ship 
over even 100,000 men it would take 900 
transports with necessary artillery and 
equipments, and even if there were ne 
accidents, no fog and no unnecessary 
delay, it would take nearly two months 
before she could be ready to invade our 
shores. : 

“Meanwhile she would leave herself 
so Weakened at home that she would 
be a prey to her defeated foes. No war 
carried on at such distance has ever 
yet been successful. Great Britain sent 
250,000 men to conquer 50,000 Boers. , It 
‘took her two years and five months and 
then she was obliged to surrender the 
country to the conquered. 


Suggests Pian of Defense, 

“The same methods of defense which 
have prevented the greatest navy on 
earth from attacking German towns 
only 200 miles distant can protect our 
shores from any invaders. The sub- 
marine, mines and forts are all that we 
need for real defense. Battleships are 
for offense, and we claim that we have 
no offensive purpose. If our coast can 
be properly protected from these hypo- 
thetic foes we have no need for a citi- 
zen army or a reserve force. A citizen 
army would be as needless for us as it 
is necessary for Switzerland. Little 
Switzerland, less in size than New York 
State and with very much less wealth, 
could never be an aggressor. Other na- 
tions will be compelled to increage their 
armies and look upon us as an aggres- 
sor if we adopt the Swiss system and 
carry out the proposed naval program. 

“If a bleeding, bankrupt Europe is a 
new menace to us it will be still more 
a menace to the rest of the world. If 
we increase our armaments in any 
marked degree we shall throw away 
the greatest opportunity ever given a 
nation to help the world abandon mili- 
tarism and substitute law for war. Pa- 
cifists believe in adequate defense for 
real dangers, but we see no real danger 
of attack for many years to come. 

“Japan's interests are wholly west- 
ward. The last thing she wants is 
trouble with her old friend on this side 
of the Atlantic. If serious friction 
comes, We shall be to blame, because 
of our neglect to do her justice. 


ver New Immigration Law. 
It is infinitely easier to lessen dangers 
than it is to multiply armaments for 
defense. Let us Insist upon a law giv- 
ing Federal controt of aliens. This would 
enable 4he National Government to pro- 
tect Japanese, should disturbances ooc- 
cur on the Pacific coast. In addition, 
let us have a just immigration law, 
which, while preventing undue influx of 
Asiatica, shall show Japan that we treat 
her citizens on a par with those from 
other countries. Prof. Sidney I. Gutick's 
solution for this Japanese prodiem, 
Which would base immigration on a cer 
tain percentage of, those already ad- 
Initted from any country, deserves care- 
ful attention. 

“Should we secure protection for the

NEGRO REVIVALIST 
HAS NEW VERSION 


Self-Styled “Black Billy Sunday” 
Gives Startling, Details of 
Quest for Righteous. 


The Rev. Dr. Alexander Willbanks of 
Washington, the self-styled “Black Bil- 


ly Sunday.“ who has held revivals in 
Philadelphia and other Eastern cities, 
has arrived in St. Louis and, to use his 
own phrase, “is larruping the devil 
around the stump and chasing him out 
of St. Louis’ at his nightly meetings in 
West Turn Hall, Beaumont and Morgan 
streets, which opened Sunday. 

“The negro is. not like the white per- 
son,“ he told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
who listened to him last night. When 
the negro gets religion he likes to shout 
and leap. And when I’m preaching I 
gets em shouting and jumping all over 
the place.“ 

And he did. So effectively did 
preach the gospel that more than 100 of 
his 400 listeners shouted in unison when 
he reached the climax of his sermon, 
and two negresses had to be held for 
fear they might injure themselves or 
others in their religious ecstacy. Dozens 
leaped to their feet with joy, some ex- 
tending their hands heavenward as they 
supplicated their Maker ta forgive the 
errors of the past. 


Jumps Into the Audience, 
“Black Billy’’ is even more sensa- 


tional in his poses and his daring pulpit 
oratory than the real Billy Sunday 
More than six feet tall, he wears 4 
Prince Albert and white waistcoat with 
the heavy gold chain draped over it. At 
times when he wished to drive a point 
home he jumped from his pulpit into the 
crowd and exhorted individuals to for- 
sake the ways of the wicked and be- 
come children of God. 

The congregation did not sing the 
opening hymn, O, They Tell Me of a 
Home in a City Made of Gold,“ fervent- 
ly enough to suit him, 

“Stop! Stop!“ he commanded, 
catto tones. 

“Now if you folks don't want to go to 
that place, I know of another place 
where you can go—it’s not made of gold 
either, but redhot fire. Now sing p like 
you want to go to heaven.“ And they 
did.
